Will Ask Mayor. 

Failing voluntary reinstatement by 
the civic authorities, on an appeal to 
the Council, and also to the board of 
police commissioners, a mass meet¬ 
ing of the public is to be called. 

Or Mass Meeting. 

Should a mass meeting be re¬ 
sorted to. stated Mr. Higgins, the 
public will be invited to bring pres¬ 
sure to bear upon the authorities, to 
produce the effect desired, and secure 
the reinstatement of the men in their 
former positions in the city detective 
department. 

Even to Courts. 

If the second alternative should 
prove unfruitful, the aid of the courts 
will be sought in legal redress for 
alleged wrongful dismissal. 

For Political Reasons. 

“As It was admitted on oath by Dr. 
Ernest Hall that the sum and sub¬ 
stance of the dismissals, and the 
meeting at the Royal Victoria was 
I>olitical propaganda, which admis¬ 
sion proved the contention of the 
plaintiffs that they were dismissed 
for political reasons, and as It has 
been clearly shown that the charges 
directed against the honesty and in¬ 
tegrity of these men were entirely 
unfounded, then the dismissed detec¬ 
tives should in all fairness be rein¬ 
stated in the former positions,'* Mr. 
Higgins said to The Times. 

British Fair Play. 

"The plaintiffs rely on an an¬ 
nouncement that appeared in the 
press, by the Hon. Dr. J. D. Mac Dean, 
in regard to the resignation of Dr, 
Baker, former chairman of the Game 
Conservation Board, to the effect that 
it is the custom in police and other 
branches of the Provincial services 
that when a suspended officer is ex¬ 
onerated that he is entitled to rein¬ 
statement on the grounds of British 
fair play.** 

“No Economy in Dismissals:” ~ \ 

"There wad no economy In the dis¬ 
missal of these men, for other men 
have been employed in that capacity 
in their places. I am confident that 
the detectives will be reinstated— 
either by weight of public opinion, 
or through the Courts,” concluded 
Mr. Higgins, He will leave for Van¬ 
couver over the week-end, where he 
is to appear In the Court of Appeal. 
The appeal engagement may take all 
next week, Mr. Higgins stated, but 
the two remaining trials on his hands 
will he commenced at the latest early 
In the following week, or ten days 
from to-day. 

Macdonald Case Next. 

The trial of the slander action of 
Macdonald versus North will be the 
next heard, stated Mr. Higgins, in 
which the sum of $10,000 will be 
sought. The action of Carlow versus 
North will follow, in which $10,000 
is also sought. It is not likely that

Montreal, March 4.—A total loss of at least $10,000,000 is 
Mayor Marlin's estimate of the net result of last night's fire at the 
City Hall, without counting the incalculable loss of historic docu¬ 
ments. works of art and records of a moral aud sentimental rather 
than a financial value. In this total the Mayor includes not only 
the value of the building destroyed and its contents, hut also the 
cost of replacing and recompiling lists of assessments, taxation 
liat.s, etc., the furnishing of temporary accommodation and all 
other expenses inflicted upon the city by the loss of the City llall. 

Disorganization. 

The disorganization of the city's 
finances, said Mayor Martin, was 
bound to be inestimable, lie thought 
•it probable the Government would 
facilitate the city's recovery from the 
disaster by authorizing a special loan 
of $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 with which 
to build a new city hall of such qual¬ 
ity and proportions as would be a 
satisfaction to the community for 
many years to come. 

Among the historic documents de¬ 
ar royed were some records going 
Wick as far as 1807. which a city of¬ 
ficial was busy compiling and had 
left overnight in hts desk, the Mayor 
was ' informed. Tax records were 
saved because they were in the v lults. 

Completed in 1878 at a cost of 
$500,000, the City Hall was long re¬ 
garded as one of the finest buildings 
In the city.

Over f*00 employees are temporar¬ 
ily out of work as a result « f the fire. 

Many notables were received In the 
famous old building, including King 
George V. and the Prince of Wales. 

The only insurance on the building.

This reserve had reached a 
total of $200,000. which of course is 
not a drop in the bucket compared 
with the present loss.

The new Johnson Street Bridge 
Will cost ihe city about one-half a 
million dollars, $80,000 more than was 
raised by the Johnson Street Bridge 
by-law, it was learned at the City 
Hall to-day, following the opening of 
tenders for the installation of the 
railway superstructure of the viaduct 
yesterday. This sum of $80,000, 
which is in excess of the original es- 
timatel must he provided either out 
of general revenue this year and next 
year or by tho submission of a new 
loan by-law to the electors. Whether 
the Council can spend money on the 
bridge project out of the budget for 
1922 and 1923 has not been ascer¬ 
tained by the city Council yet and is 
still under advisement by City Solici¬ 
tor H. S. Pringle. 

These facts were explained to the 
public Utilities Committee when it 
met after the City Council meeting 
yesterday afternoon. The Commit¬ 
tee though found itself faced with 
tenders for the railway super¬ 
structure Installation which were 
•ome $50,009 over the original esti¬ 
mate. At first it was planned to call 
for new tenders in the hope that they 
would he lower than the tenders re¬ 
ceived before, but finally it was de¬ 
termined to allow City Engineer F. 
M. Preston to Install the super¬ 
structure himself next Fall 

The Canadian Bridge Company, 
which is building the superstructure 
cf the highway side of the bridge, will 
be given the contract for fabricating 
the railway superstructure on its 
tender of $159,000. Mr. Preston's 
estimate for installing this steel is 
$75,000, but it is hoped that wages 
will have dropped so much by the 
time Mr. Preston is ready to start 
work that the job will cost less thar 
$50,000. 

Two Tender* Opened. 

The two tenders opened by the 
Council yesterday were from ihe 
Dominion Bridge Company, which 
offered to fabricate tho steel and 
erect It for $253,750 and the Hamilton 
Bridge Company which filed a hid 
for $-49,000 for the whole Job, and 
(Concluded on p«g« 1.)

"Under American control and with 
the power of the St. Lawrence made 
available, the area might become one 
of the most remarkable Industrial 
districts In the world. Acquisition of 
It would give us Jurisdiction of the 
river bank opposite Montreal, ns well 
as for some distance east of there, 
Hnd that city would lose some of Its 
most flourishing suburbs on the 
southern shore.

PENDING AT VANCOUVER 


Will Be Given in Aid of Uni 
tarian Church Extension 


Judgments to be rendered by the 
Court of Appeal at Vancouver on 
March 7 were stated by Mr. Justice 
Martin to-day to include the follow¬ 
ing hearings: — 

Canadian Credit Men’s Association 
versus Goldstein, Nlmrao versus 
Adams, Standard Trust Co. versus D. 
Steele Ltd., Day versus Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company. Alexander 
Versus The Vancouver Harbor Com¬ 
missioners. Gillespie versus Charlie 
Fong Song, Alexander versus Worth, j 
and Morrison versus The Dewdneyl 
Dyking Commission. Other Judg¬ 
ments may be dealt with, a further 
announcement rnay be made over the 
week end. 

The appeal of Day versus The Can¬ 
adian Pacific Hallway (appellants) is 
the only local hearing, being one in 
which the Railway Company aought 
to overthrow the finding of damages 
awarded by a Jury In connection with 
the death of the late Robert ri. Day. 
formerly chairman of the director¬ 
ate of the Royal Provincial Jubilee 
Hospital Board. Mr. Day died. It la 
alleged from Injuries sustained when 
he fell over the parapet at the Em¬ 
press Hotel here.

Macmaster. a« chief counsel for the 
United States Government, secured 
their extradition by taking the case 
to the Privy Council and upsetting an 
adverse decision by the* Canadian 
courts. Both fugitives went back to 
serve prison terms. 

Mr. Macmaster was one of the three 
royal commissioners who In 1895 In¬ 
vestigated the Mercler Government 
scandals In Quebec, and In 1904 he 
was an arbitrator in the disputes be¬ 
tween the Newfoundland Govern¬ 
ment und the Held Newfoundland 
Hallway Company. With hio reputa¬ 
tion established us a great constitu¬ 
tional lawyer, his cates came to con¬ 
sist almost entirely of appeals to the 
Privy Council, and in 1905 he took up 
residence In England In order more 
effectively to carry on hla work be¬ 
fore the Judicial committee. His 
standing and Influence were such 
that he was instrumental In bringing 
about certain reforms In the practice 
before this, the highest court in thu 
British Empire He remained a resi¬ 
dent of England until his death, but 
never lost touch with Canadian uf- 
fulrs, and In 1911 he returned to Can¬ 
ada to take an active part In the 
campaign against reciprocity with the 
United States, a campaign which 
brought the Borden administration 
into power. 

In Commons. 

A staunch Conservative all his life. 
Kir Donald sat for Glengarry in the 
Ontario Legislature from 1879 to 
1882, and for the name seat in the 
Commons from 1882 to 1886, but the 
demands of his legal interests pre¬ 
vented him giving the attention to 
affairs which would, combined with 
his abilities, have carried him far in 
the political world. 

81r Donald was twice married, first 
in 1880 to Janet, daughter of the late 
Ramsay Kandfleld Macdonald, of Lan¬ 
caster. Ont.. she dying In 1883. His 
second wife, whom he married In 
1890, was Ella Virginia, daughter of 
Isaac De Ford, of Baltimore. Md. 

Hlr Donald had been pulpubly fall¬ 
ing for some months before the end 
came. His last appearance as an ad¬ 
vocate was In the famous Quebec 
Marriage Case, when ho held a 
watching brief on behxlf of the 
Church of England in Quebec. 

For over ten years he represented 
the Chertsey Division of Surrey In 
the Parliament at Westminster. He 
was a member of the parliamentary 
committee of inquiry some years back 
concerning the relations between cer¬ 
tain members of the Government and 
the Marconi Wireless Company. :in 
incident. It will be remembered, 
which threatened at one time gravely 
to affect the future public life of the 
present Prime Minister, Mr. Lloyd 
George, and the Viceroy of India, 
Lord Reading. 

81r Donald also did useful work 
on committees dealing with war 
memorials. 

Sir Donald received his baronetcy 
in the new year honors of 1921. Some 
years previously he had been offered 
a knighthood, but declined It.

New Zealand pays its 
I arliamentarians only $ 2,000 a year.

Vancouver. March 4.—The printing', 
and distribution of newspapers on I 
Sunday morning in Vancouver has 
been stopped 4 by order of the Board i 
of Police Commissioners. The order, 
was given by the Commission at its 
meeting and instructions have been 
given Chief of Police Anderson to 
enforce the law. 

The resolution passed by the Com¬ 
mission followed discussion lasting 
about three quarters of an hour, dur¬ 
ing which it was made plain by Mayor 
C. E. Tisdall that while he was Chair¬ 
man of the Board he would not per¬ 
mit the law to be violated by the 
Sun. 

The Mayor was supported in this 
decision by the fact that refusal had 
been given by the 1921 Police Com¬ 
mission to permit the publication of 
another newspaper in Vancouver on 
Sunduys, and when F. R. Anderson, i 
counsel for the Sun Publishing Com¬ 
pany pleaded for further delay His 1 
Worship pointed out that the matter 1 
had been dragging on for several 1 
months and that the only course left j 
for the Commission was to enforce 
the law. 

Mr. Anderson stated that while he 
did not wish to intimidate the Com¬ 
missioners, at the same time if the 1 
Sun were compelled to conform to the 
law in their business the Sun would 
Insist that all news dealers, cigar 
stands, drug stores, be closed on Sun¬ 
day. 

Same Treatment For All. 

Charles E. Campbell, President of 
The World Publishing Company asked 
that the same treatment be accorded 
all newspapers. He had made ap¬ 
plication to the Commission to be 
permitted to publish also on Sunday 
but this had been definitely refused 
as being unlawful. He.reviewed the 
events that took place following that, 
the referring of the matter to the 
Attorney-General, and the announce¬ 
ment by tho Attorney-General that 
he would issue a Hat. on the recom¬ 
mendation of the Police Commission 
the body responsible for the enforce¬ 
ment of the law in Vancouver. He 
therefore asked that the law be en¬ 
forced, as was done all over Canada. 

Rev. R. G. MacBeth, appearing for 
the Lord’s Day Alliance, said that 
while that body did not wish to enter 
Into any newspaper controversy. It 
was anxious to see the Lord’s Duy 
Act enforced. He mentioned that his.

IS APPROVED BY 
PEOPLE IN BRITAIN 
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London, March 4.—The King's 
honor to Mr. Balfour, who now be¬ 
comes Sir Arthur Balfour, Knight of 
the Garter, has been received with 
general appreciation, Sir Arthur be¬ 
ing a universal favorite. 

There is some good natured specu¬ 
lation. however, as to what induced 
him at length to abandon his life¬ 
long disinclination to receive a title. 
It is said he four times successfully 
resisted Royal pressure to accept a 
peerage, the latest occasion reported 
to have been when he returned home 
recently from Washington. 

As .apparently Mr. Balfour remained 
inflexible us regards the peerage, there 
was nothing else King George could 
confer commensurate with his public 
services but the Order of tho Garter. 
The Garter is rarely bestowed upon 
a commoner, the most notable recent 
occusion being in 1912, in the case of 
Sir Edward Grey (now ViBcount Grey 
of Fallodon). 

Strictly speaking, however, the lat¬ 
est commoner to receive tho decora¬ 
tion was Viscount Lascelles, who 
married Princess Mary last Tuesday, 
whose title of Viscount Is merely a 
complimentary one, borne by him as 
the son of the Earl of Harewood.

Vancouver, March 4.—A meeting 
of the executive of the British Em¬ 
pire Patriotic League went on record 
at a special meeting to-dny in oppo¬ 
sition to any change being made in 
the design of the national flag and 
also against the sale of Hearst news¬ 
papers or magazines.

Reparations. 

Prospects of New Zealand getting 
much money out of Germany by way 
of reparations are not bright. Pre¬ 
mier Massey admitted in answer to 
a question in Parliament. 

"I am very doubtful,” he said, 
"whether we shall get anything at all 
during tho present year.” And he 
went on to explain that the $2,500,000 
already received for the maintenance 
of New Zealand troops on the Rhino 
had been used up in meeting ex¬ 
penses subsequent to the Armistice 
and another $6,000,000 as well. He 
had hoped New Zealand would get 
$50,000,000 in all, out of the $130.- 
000.000 owing to her but ho was 
doubtful. 

A member suggested taking $25. - 
000,000 in cash and the Premier said 
he would be satisfied with ten shil¬ 
lings in the pound. 

Censorship. 

Refusal to allow portraits of (le 
Valera to enter New Zealand and 
censorsing of books relating to the 
Irish question have been the sub¬ 
ject of bitter debates in Parliament 
originated by the Labor Party, which 
for months past has conducted a 
campaign against a censorship of 
any kind. 

The Minister in charge of the cen¬ 
sorship explained that it was now 
quite reasonable and he would be 
willing to meet any objections by 
the Labor Party. But this did not 
satisfy the Laborltes. They asked 
for abolition of all censorship except 
that on indecent publications and di¬ 
vided the House on the issue, being 
defeated by fifty-one votes to nine. 

The censorship is chiefly used to 
keep out Socialistic publications, but 
it is administered badly and over 
and over again the Labor Party Is 
able to show anomalies which throw 
ridicule on It. Books prohibited in 
New Zealand are read freely in Aus- 
tralla and Canada. 

One Big Union. 

New Zealund unions are Joining up 
with Australian unions to fortn One 
Big Union on tho same basis as that 
which came into prominence in Can¬ 
ada during the Winnipeg strike. 

The Australian unions In great 
measure have already agreed to the 
One Big Union idea, and the One Big 
Union has a large membership. Now 
New Zealand is Joining in. and it is 
expected that in a few years’ time all 
the important craft unions will form 
one body. .

That China is training a secret 
army with the idea of some day be¬ 
ing able to meet Japanese aggression 
is asserted here by a Canadian ex- 
officer who withholds his name, but 
who is well-known both in Australia 
and New Zealand. 

He returned here recently and told 
how a number of European officers 
of many nationalities are drawing 
large pay for acting as Lewis’ gun 
instructors to the Chinese. There 
are 130 British instructors Including 
himself. He is enthusiastic about the 
quality of the Chinese soldier, and 
says that many battalions are well 
equipped with aeroplanes and other 
war material.

I feel sure that there is a 
risk of tuberculin Injection rousing 
into activity any latent tuberculosis 
or lighting up fresh mischief In early 
cases, when we realize that a great 
many people living in towns aro 
potentially tuberculous we can under¬ 
stand that a dose of tuberculin may, 
In some ruses, be like setting a match 
to a fire that Is already laid." 

.Needless to say. the suggestion of 
Inoculation, as already pointed out, 
met with great favor from the 
aerologists at the Conference. Never¬ 
theless, the Observer (Sept , 1921) 

aays: "Nine-tenths of what was 
talked in London at the recent Inter¬ 
national Congress on Tuberculosis 
was not worth saying." and It goes 
on to ridicule, as well It may, "the 
business of raising funds for Dr. 
Calmette to acquire land and apes In 
the French Colonies, for experlmenta 1 
construction of an anti-tuberculous 
Vaccine . . . our own record of 
sanatoria for consumptives being a 
record of failure which Is simply de¬ 
vastating. Albeit, the sanatoria were 
not blamed, as they did their best 
but eventually the patient returned 
to heaven-blackening cities with their 
smoko laden dirt. . . .” 

The late Sir Sima Wnodhead. In 
Dec.. 1914, asked for medical sugges¬ 
tions which would render inoculation 
more safe and it is a striking fact 
that many inoculated mep—picked

went into the fray with ninety- 
four candidates and came out of 
it with its status of fifteen scats 
unchanged. That is to say it 
gained six and lost six. Never¬ 
theless it was severely handled 
and will have to share its grief 
with the Progressives—who are 
classed by many people with the 
Laborites. 

By a glance at statistics cover¬ 
ing the results of County Coun¬ 
cil contests since 1889 it will be 
found that only during the 
period between 1892 and 1895 
has the Government of the day 
been of a similar complexion to 
that prevailing in the lesser 
body. Even when this exception 
was recorded it will he recalled 
that the municipal contest actu¬ 
ally took place and gave a Pro¬ 
gressive—or Liberal—majority 
while the Conservatives were in 
power at Westminster. So that 
a temporary change in the po¬ 
litical administration of tha 
country had not the slightest ef¬ 
fect upon the continued su¬ 
premacy of the Progressives. 
But it was a horse of another 
color at the municipal election 
of 1907. For the first time tha 
Municipal Reformers carried 
their banner to victory by re¬ 
turning seventy-nine candidates, 
as compared with thirty-eight 
Progressives. This striking feat 
of municipal Conservatism was 
accomplished in less than two 
years after the tremendous par¬ 
liamentary landslide which pre¬ 
ceded the advent of tho Camp¬ 
bell-Bannerman Liberal regime. 
What happened in 1907 was re¬ 
peated in 1910 and in 1913 and 
in each case the Municipal Re¬ 
formers’ majority decreased in 
about the same proportion as 
did that of the Liberal majority 
in the house of Commons after 
the general election of 1910. In 
1916 it was agreed that the 
Council would postpone its tri¬ 
ennial appeal to the electorate. 
At this stage the political truce 
at Westminster changed its con¬ 
tribution to this extraordinary 
political anomaly. On the other 
hand, with an obviously grow- 
ing radicalism throughout the 
country, we find that in the 
Council election of 1919 the Mu¬ 
nicipal Reformers captured 
sixty-eight seats as against fifty- 
one Progressives. Labor made 
up the balance with fifteen rep¬ 
resentatives which it still pos¬ 
sesses. 

This summary is a matter of 
common knowledge but it is in¬ 
teresting to refer to upon those | 
occasions when any attempt is 
made to suggest that the politi¬ 
cal complexion of the London 
County Council is any sort of 
an index to popular sentiment 
throughout the country. On tho 
contrary, if history means any¬ 
thing at all, this week’s election 
is a true reflection of the actual 
political condition of Great Brit¬ 
ain at the .present time. It signi¬ 
fies that the old Conservatism is 
extinct and that the day is not 
far distant when the whole sys¬ 
tem will be reconstructed upon 
lines that are more practical 
than traditional.

WHAT OF SYRIA? 


Great Britain’s retirement 
from Egypt is of unusual in¬ 
terest to France by reason of tho 
fact that French sympathy al¬ 
ways has been with the Na¬ 
tionalist cause. But one or two 
of the more responsible of 
French commentators are begin¬ 
ning to wonder whether Brit¬ 
ain’s lead in Egypt will not have 
to bo followed by France in 
Syria. Little consolation will 
be derived from the fact that in¬ 
creased prosperity in Syria has 
been brought about through 
French authority and influence. 
Better conditions and commer¬ 
cial progress in Egypt under the 
British protectorate merely 
added fuel to the Nationalist 
fires. Syrian aspirations under 
parallel conditions may not be 
ready for the more open form of 
revolt; but the French Govern¬ 
ment lias had a reminder of 
what is expected. Costly and 
even bloody conflict at a later 
stage might be averted by giv¬ 
ing the Syrians their independ¬ 
ence now. Their demand is ob¬ 
viously supported by their own 
consciousness of strength and 
prosperity.

THE RAILWAY HEAD

The Globe of Toronto and The 
Gazette of Montreal are engaged 
in a lively controversy over the 
location of the headquarters of 
the Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways.

Geo¬ 
graphically it is infinitely better 
situated for this purpose than 


a single theoretical cause, viz., germs 
wo are chasing a shadow instead of 
grappling with the substance. Tho 
future outlook for tubercular patients 
looks rather brighter, for, of late, 
some physicians have broken away 
from Koch’s germ phantasy and find 
that treatment of tubercular eases 
along scientific chemical lines gives 
better results than along bacter¬ 
iological lines, and as time posses 
the scientific treatment will win." 

The outstanding feature of the pre¬ 
ventive measures recommended at 
th« Conference were: 

(a) The separation and segrega¬ 
tion of the tuberculous from the 
healthy. 

(b) Improvement of hygiene with 
respect to housing and sanitation, 
food, work, etc. 

(e) Protective Inoculation. 

The Idea of segregation, not fully 
accepted, Is. In nnrt. the separation 
of the healthv child from consumptive 
parents and It Is clearly demon¬ 
strated that the cause Is, like most 
diseases, due chiefly' to bad condl- 
tlona and unfavorable civilized life. 

The second measure Is one which 
we can all understand and approve 
and the third measure Is one of 
which wo have seen and heard 
enough to reject it In its entirety! 

TuberoU Bacillus. 

Quoting from a speech by Dr. Had- 
wen (California, 1921) we read; 
"Now, let us take, the tubercle bacil¬ 
lus ... no one has even found a 
tubercle bacillus yet In the earliest 
stage of tuberculosis. Surely that

$186,600 for the fabrication of the 
steel. 

Altogether on account of the high 
price of the superstructure work and 
changes In the bridge plans decided 
upon before the Johnson Street 
Bridge By-Law was prepared the 
whole bridge project will cost the 
City about $80,000 more than was 
provided for. 

The whole work will cost $800,000, 
of which the City will pay $500,000. 

Of the $80,000 shortage $20,000 is 
accounted for by the fact that bonds 
issued to pay for tho bridge, sold at 
various figures below par. Changes 
in the actual construction plan of the 
bridge, demanded by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company, and other 
minor alterations in the plans also 
necessitated extra expense. 

City Work Below Estimate. 

While aldermen naturally regret 
that the City will have to put up 
another $80,000 for the bridg scheme 
they are delighted with the bridge 
work carried on under Mr. Preston. 
Mr. Preston has practically complet¬ 
ed the installation of the bridge 
foundation and, it was learned to¬ 
day. his costs have been thousands 
of dollars below his estimates. The 
aldermen feel, too, that they acted 
wisely in cutting down to a minimum 
the sum to be raised by the Bridge 
By-lAw. If the by-law had been 
“padded." it Is pointed out. economy 
would not have been encouraged. 
Developments which could not be 
foreseen, they point out, have caused 
the $80,000 shortage.

Indian Reserves.

Hongkong Strike, Although 
Serious, Has Not Extended 
to Shipyards 

The Canadian Pacific liner Em¬ 
press of Asia, which has completed 
her outward voyage, Is now in dry- 
dock at Hongkong undergoing her 
annual overhaul. The Asia is sche¬ 
duled to sail from Hongkong on her 
return voyage to this port on March

The strike of Chinese seamen at 
Hongkong is developing and extend¬ 
ing to other branches of endeavor, 


according to the most recent ad¬ 
vices from the Orient, but the Em¬ 
press of Asia is not likely to suf¬ 
fer delay through the strike as a new 
crew hus already been secured for 
her from Shanghai. The new Manchu 
crews are reported to be satisfactory 
to the shipowners and it is considered 
extremely doubtful whether the mem¬ 
bers of the former crews will be 
taken back even when the strike- is 
broken, which appears certain. 

Assertive Coolie. 

The Hongkong strike has taken on 
a much more serious aspect of late. 
Where but a few weeks ago the 
Chinese waterfront coolie was held 
in extremely low- estimation, he has 
rapidly asserted himself, and is not 
now quite so insignificant. Humble 


and unattractive he precipitated a 
strike which has tied up some two 
hundred passenger and cargo vessels 
at Hongkong. Some of the stevedore 
shortness has been overcome by the 
employment of outside coolies. Ef¬ 
forts at reconciliation have so far 
met with no success, and there is a 
widespread belief that the strike is 
the Indirect result of political policy, 
aimed at hampering the northern 
government power of China. This 
idea, it is claimed, is borne out by 
the fact that all efforts to settle the 
strike have been inneffective and the 
strikers appear to want nothing more 
than to continue the strike and 
hamper as much as possible the 
general business of China. 


Cableship Ordered to Remain 
Here Pending Further In¬ 
structions From Owners 

Expectation Is That Ship Will 
Again Be Permanently 
Stationed Here 

Once again the trim cableship 
Restorer Is swinging at her former 
moorings In Esqulmalt harbor. The 
Interpretation of the orders received 
this morning by Capt. Basil Combe, 
commander of the vessel, from the 
owners, the Commercial Cable Com¬ 
pany, is considered to mean that the 
Restorer will henceforth make her 
permanent base at Esquimau. 

Shifted About Noon. 

Capt Combe was ordered to take 
his ship to Esquimau and shortly 
after noon to-day tho Restorer left 
her berth at the Rithet piers and 
proceeded to her old anchorage in 
the naval harbor. Seven years ha\e 
elapsed since the Restorer was sta¬ 
tioned here. Conditions arising from 
the war caused tho cableship to be 
sent to Seattle and up to the time 
of her voyage to Midway Island to 
repair the Orient cable the ship was 
stationed at Charleston, adjacent to 
the Bremerton Navy Yard on Puget 
Sound. 

The ship returned here from Mid¬ 
way on Wednesday and has since 
been lying at Pier 2 pending the re¬ 
ceipt of instructions from the 
owners.

War of Extermination Planned 
on Queen Charlotte and 
Island Rookeries 

Vancouver, March 4.—An active 
campaign is to be waged by the Do¬ 
minion Fisheries Department against 
| enemies of the salmon such as the 
j hair seal and the sea lion. 

The latter will be attacked in their 
! native rookeries off the Queen Char- 
' lottea and the West Coast of Van¬ 
couver Island. Machine guns are to 
used, together with rifles, against 
these unwieldy and thick-skinned 
marauders. Efforts will, in particu¬ 
lar. be directed towards the extermi¬ 
nation of the young sea lions. N 

As for tho hair seal, whose depre¬ 
dations savor of wanton destruction, 
the cross-line methods is to be re¬ 
newed for another three months In 
the Frasei* River. The Ice Has so far 
Interfered with the efficacious use of 
the cross lines, but is k expected 
their utility will be proved with the 
clearing of the river. The hBIr seals 
damage numbers of salmon, tearing 
dainty morsels from the lower por¬ 
tion of the neck, and leaving the re¬ 
mainder of the fish intact. The cross¬ 
line method not only snares hair 
seals but catches occasionally a stur¬ 
geon. fishing for which is otherwise 
illegal. 

Some years ago bounties were of¬ 
fered for the extermination of these 
animals, but the practice hsa been 
discontinued several years now.

On the Furness system there was one, 
“Copper Nob," which ran for more 
than fifty years, and until recently 
there was in daily use on the Water¬ 
ford and Tarmore Railway an engine 
built at Liverpool in 1845. In France, 
too, a British locomotive worked 
regularly for seventy-throe years. 

Wooden ships, notwithstanding the 
perils they encounter, usually out¬ 
last their builders. The Foudroy- 
ant. one of Nelson's "wooden walls." 
was sold to the Germans. This trans¬ 
action aroused a terrific storm of a 
character which does not usually 
affect ships, and she was bought back 
by public subscription.

Wonderful Clocks. 

Clocks put ships in the shade when 
it comes to length of days. The one 
at Hampton Court is dated 1540; but, 
of course, the original works disap¬ 
peared many years ago. Still more 
ancient is an example In Wlmborne 
Minster, Dorset—an astronomical 
clock similar to the well-known piece 
of mechanism in Wells Cathedral. 
Both were made in the same period, 
and date back to about 1825. 

Perhaps, however, articles of per¬ 
sonal use afford the most surprising 
instances of long life. Several firms 
preserve razors which have perform¬ 
ed regular service for from forty to 
fifty years. At least one artificial 
arm has thirty-eight years’ work to 
Its credit, and in a West-end shop 
there is a razor-strop which is still 
serviceable, notwithstanding that it 
was used bv one man for half a cen¬ 
tury.—Tit-Bits.

One is driven to the con¬ 
clusion that Cowichan district must 
In future look to Vancouver for sup¬ 
port. Victoria is apparently unable 
to see good in anything that bene¬ 
fits any other place except Victoria. 

"The consummation of the C. N. R. j 
project would benefit the whole Isl- j 
and. and, not least, would enable the j 
•people’s railway* to add to its re¬ 
venue. 

•Work has begun on the Cowichan 
Bay wharf and Is proceeding.

"Complaint concerning the ten per 
cent, nerease In the telephone 
charges was made. After much labor

Fisheries. 

If. F. Prevost. chairman of the 
Fisheries Committee, reported on the 
work done and read a letter from 
C. F. Davie, asking the Board of 
Trade to endorse a request made by 
his r l • nts. the Indians of the 
Someiios and Quamichan reserves 
that the indefinite state of affairs 
with regard to fishing should be 
ended. At present they were allowed 
to fish regardless of the law for long 
periods; then the law was spasmodic¬ 
ally enforced. They asked that they 
might be allowed the use of two 
weli-s In the Cowichan river, day and 
night, excepting on Saturdays and 
Sundays. If this were granted the 
Indians would not use nets other than 
scoop nets. 

Resolution. 

The Fisheries Committee sub¬ 
mitted the following resolution; 

"Resolved that the attitude of the 
Duncan Board of Trade with regard 
to fishing, whether In the Cowichan 
River or the sea, has been and Is that 
the law of Canada should be carried 
into effect. The Dominion Govern¬ 
ment suw fit to appoint a royal com¬ 
mission which after two years’ de¬ 
liberation has made certain recom¬ 
mendations, In effect modifying the 
law in so far as Indians are con¬ 
cerned. If the said recommendations 
are not satisfactory to certain In¬ 
dians the Duncan Board of Trade ! 
while recognizing the nature of Com-1 
mlssioner Eberts's finding, cannot 
again embark on a campaign which, 
like the previous one, might last sev¬ 
eral years and produce no result 
other than a new set of findings 
similarly delayed " 

Freight Rates. 

The secretary. E. W. Neel, reported 
on the efforts of the Board of Trade, 
to reduce the heavy freight rates on 
lumber and shingles, and referred to 
the support received from the Van¬ 
couver Board of Trade. The Vic¬ 
toria Chamber of Commerce had sent 
nc delegation to fight the case. That 
had been left for Vancouver. 

Comments were made upon the 
suggestion of Alderman Todd, of Vic¬ 
toria. that if the Island did not like 
the freight rates it might refuse to 
have freight carried over the railway 
and its people might refuse to buy 
anything brought over the railway. 

A resolution similar to that passed

RENT PEWS IN 

ENGLISH CHURCH 

TO MAKE PROFIT 

A lively controversy is in progress 
concerning the system by which 200 
pews in the galleries of the Leeds 
parish church, England, are claimed 
to iNO the private property of in¬ 
dividuals. either by Inheritance or 
the purchase of title deeds. 

Tho controversy originated In a 
complaint that worshippers were re¬ 
fused admission to these pews by the 
owners. Some of the pew owners 
have justified this attitude, and one 


has declared that the pews are pri¬ 
vate freehold property, and that the 
public have no legal right in the gal¬ 
leries. 

J. D. Walker, one of the church¬ 
wardens, who Is strongly opposed to 
the present system, in conversation 
with a Weekly Dispatch representa¬ 
tive, especially condemned the traffic 
in the gallery pews which he alleges 
goes on. 

“Some owners,” ho said, “having 
bought pews for as little as £20. let 
them at £3. £4, and even £5 a year, 
thus making a substantial profit out 
of the transaction. To my mind it 
is illegal. It is certainly wrong and 
un-Chrlstian.”

Forty-Seven Years. 

This 1922 gathering will be the 
forty-seventh general convention of 
the church since Its organisation in 
Philadelphia, September 27. 1875. 

Not more than a score of delegates 
were present on that occasion. The 
Portland convention will bring to¬ 
gether bishops, clergy and prominent 
laymen from sixty-nine dioceses and 
thirty-three domestic and foreign 
missionary districts from continental 
United States as well as from 
Alaska. Latin America. China, Japan 
and tho Philippines, and the Ameri¬ 
can churches in Europe. 

Meeting at a critical period In the 
world’s history it will be one of the 
most important general gatherings of 
the church that has been held since 
its organisation. The convention, 
under the constitution, is divided In¬ 
to two bodies—the House of Bishops 
and the House of Deputies. In the 
former 139 bishops of the church 
will be in attendance. 

Basis of Representation. 

In the House of Deputies, composed 
of clerical and lay representatives 
from all the dioceses and missionary 
districts, op a basis of four clerical 
and four‘lay deputies for each 
diocese and one clerical and one lay 
deputy from each of the missionary 
districts and the American churches 
in Europe, there will be & total of 
552 in attendance; so that when the 
convention finally assembles there 
will be present a grand total of 759 
representative church men from every 
part of the world. Including the en¬ 
tire group of foreign and domestic 
bishops and Botne of the best known 
men in the political, financial and 
commercial circles in the United 
States. 

Extensive preparations are being 
made for the housing of the general 
convention In the new Municipal 
Auditorium in Portland. The dura¬ 
tion of the convention will cover a 
period of not less than three weeks 
and will Include. In addition to the 
convention proper, the triennial meet¬ 
ings of tho Woman's Auxiliary and 
other national organisations of the 
church. The last general convention 
met in Detroit In October, 1919. This 
will be the second time In its his¬ 
tory that the convention will have 
mot on the Pacific Coast, the other 
occasion having been In 1901, when 
It met In San Francisco.

English Vicar Objects to Biblical 
Phrases in 109th Psalm. 

“Even if I received a definite com¬ 
mand from my Bishop to use the 
108th Psalm, I could not, without a 
good deal of reasoning, go back on 
the position which I have taken up.” 
said the Rev. d'Arcy S. Rudd, of St. 
John’s, Leeds, England. 

Mr. Rudd has decided to leave out 
of the services of his church this 
particular Psalm, in the course of 
which David calls down curses upon 
his enemies. Some of the verses say, 
for instance, “Let his children be 
fatherless and his wife a widow. Let 
his children be.continually vagabonds 
and beg; let them seek their bread 
also out of desolate places.” 

Mr. Rudd announced from the pul¬ 
pit of his church that the Psalm 
would not be sung again while he 
was in charge of the parish. ‘These 
verses,” he gaid, “were written by a 
vindictive man who was longing for 
revenge, and there Is no other ex¬ 
planation than this.” 

He said that although he had sub¬ 
scribed to the 39 Articles of Religion 
he would And it very hard to ask 
people to go on singing the 109th 
Psalm, whose verses represented 
human nature at its very worst.

SUGGE8TS NEW TRANSLATION. 

Professor J. R. Macfadyen, former¬ 
ly of Knox College, Toronto, and an 
acknowledged authority on Old 
Testament translation, has a very in¬ 
teresting article In The Contempor¬ 
ary Review urging the need for a new 
revision of the Old Testament. That 
he makes out a fairly good case we 
think almost anyone would agree. 
And especially the demand for a more 
sympathetic treatment of the poetic 
books of the Old Testament will gen¬ 
erally be accepted as quite to the 
point.—Christian Guardian.

Then there is the worst of tho 
tribe, the periodic deserter, well and 
most unfavorably known to all social 
workers, has more leeway under the 
existing wife desertion law than an¬ 
other man who steals a bottle of 
milk or a loaf of bread. 

Tho periodic deserter has his own 
little method of demonstrating his 
inhuman madness. He almost invar¬ 
iably leaves home Just before or Just 
after the arrival of a new baby. 

Dozens of these periodically de¬ 
serted families are constantly being 
cared for by public charities and 
the number is increasing daily.

But if. as is usually the 
case, he has fled to some outside 
point the amount needed to bring 
him back may be considerable, and 1 
generally is far beyond the resources 
of a deserted wife. If the man la 
brought back and a conviction is 
made the money is refunded to the 
woman and collected from the man. 
A deserted wife’s inability to pro¬ 
duce this expense money Is frequent¬ 
ly her erring husband's greatest pro¬ 
tection, and generally he knows it.

Life on Ocean-Bed 


yy'HEN we talk of oceans, and the bed of the 
sea. little reader, do we understand the 
great depth that occurs between the surface of 
the water and the bed of that particular sec¬ 
tion? To many of the ancients the sea was 
bottomless, and in many parts of the world to 
this day tales are told of old legends which 
say that such and such r ’ake "has no bot¬ 
tom." This, of course, is . exaggeration, for 
everything has and end, and the oceans of the 
world are no exception. 

While through the findings of comparatively 
modern scientists we know that the average 
depth of most of the seven oceans of the world 
is about 2,000 fathoms, or 12,000 feet, we know, 
too, that some parts of the Pacific are as deep 
as 20,000 feet, or nearly four miles deep, and 
that parts of the Atlantic are 15,000 feet or 
nearly three miles deep. 

Up to some depths we can Just drop a line 
with a weight on the end, and when It touches 
bottom we haul In the line and measure its 
length: but this system will not work for the 
grCat depths, and other means are employed. 
Our interest in the bed of the oceans of the 
world are many and varied, but to the scientist 
the composition of that bed is of primary im¬ 
portance. This is learned in many ways, but 
principally by using a type of automatic scoop. 

The scoop is let down, carrying an enormous 
weight. The weight attached is so great that 
there is no fear of the great depth lessening 
its value. . When the weight strikes the bottom 
It becomes automatically, detached, and the 
hingea of the scoop close together, much as you 
may see a dredge working in the Inner Harbor. 
Hauled to the surface by a steam winch this 
scoop contains a sample from the bed of the 
ocean. 

In this manner deep sea "soundings” are 
taken, and their results noted and carefully 
charted. After many years of this research 
the world to-day knows a great deal about the 
bed of the ocean, and this knowledge while of

A SEA OF 8ALT 


Think of a sea so salt that bathers are forced 
to re-bather In fresh water after a dip In the 
truly briny?

ters of an inch in length, and that 
there is a similar section about six 
inches from the other end of the leg. 
These are made straight for the rea¬ 
son that at these two points the leg 
braces are fastened to tho legs. 

After making the legs, start on the 
top and bottom leg braces. A and B 
respectively In our diagram. These 
parts are first made square and then 
the corners are cut off to fit to the, 
legs. When cutting these corners, be 
sure that they are made no longer 
than the thickness of the legs. And be 
very careful to see that the corners 
aro made square and true, for If they 
are not you will have some difficulty 
in assembling the parts. 

Finally, make the top of the stand. 
This is octagonal In shape. I pre¬ 
sume every boy knows how to lay out 
a pattern for such a shape, so I am 
giving no directions for doing so. 

Decide how you wish to finish the 
stand. Paint or stain? If you choose 
stain, then all the parts must be given 
a good working with sandpaper, for 
stain requires a very smooth surface. 
If you plan to paint the stand, how¬ 
ever, not so much care need be taken 
to get the surfaces smooth. 

Unless yeu bore the screw holes 
In each part accurately, the parts, 
when you assemble them, will not fit 
neatly together and the stand will be 
lopsided. That would be bad

OTTAWA, Feb. 25. 

I T is a strange turn of the political wheel 
which now gives St Boniface, the head 
centre of Roman Catholicism in Western 
Canada, an Ulster Protestant as Its parliamentary 
representative at Ottawa. For it happens that 
Robert A. Hoey, tho Progressive member for the 
Springfield division of Manitoba, in which St 
Boniface Is Inclined, was born In 1883 In the 
county Fermanagh, the very heartland of 
Orangeism, and now the theatre of a sort of civil 
war. His exact birthplace was the historic town 
of Enniskillen, which once endured a stern siege 
for the Protestant faith and gave its name to a 
famous Fusilier regiment The schools of his 
native town gave him his early education, and 
he supplemented it with more advanced studies 
In Belfast. 

His first ambitions were for a business 
career, but office life, did not satisfy him, and 
he became Interested In local politics. In the 
early years of the century there developed among 
the younger Protestants of Belfast an Insurgency 
against what they regarded as the tyranny of 
the Orange machine, and young Hoey became in¬ 
volved in It; It produced a famous election con¬ 
test in South Belfast and resulted In the return 
of T. H. Sloan, the Independent, over the offi¬ 
cial Unionist candidate. 

Hoey had also developed an Interest In re¬ 
ligious work, and in 1909 an opportunity offered 
Itself of taking u^ missionary work In Canada. 
He eagerly embraced it, and spent two years, 
fraught with hard and variegated labors. In ser¬ 
vice of the Methodist Church In New Ontario. 
By this time his fortunes had so far Improved 
that It was possible for him to enter Wesley Col¬ 
lege In Winnipeg, from which he emerged In 
1915 as a very creditable graduate of Manitoba 
University. 

Wesley gave him many things, but Hoey 


T HE character of Sir David Watson, com¬ 
mander of the Fourth Division of the 
Canadians, who died recently In Quebec, 
was clearly revealed in the way he kept bring¬ 
ing out new forces of Canadians to the front.

Jullen, ss a lieuten¬ 
ant-colonel, he went 
back to England and 
took command of 
the new fifth bri¬ 
gade and brought It 
over Into the fight 
Then, after get¬ 
ting the fifth bri¬ 
gade nicely Initiated 
Into the game, he 
went again to Eng¬ 
land and took com¬ 
mand of the new 
fourth division, 
brought it to France 
and led It to the end. 

And It Is worthy of note that his new divi¬ 
sion did Us first tour In August, 1916, and ten 
weeks. later was down at the ♦Somme, la the 
foulest and savagest battle of the war, In the 
pretty month of November. 

Sir David bit off large mouthfuls, but ho 
chewed them, every one. 

His memory for the names and faces of his 
men was part of his whole charming way, from 
his glided cap tilted on one side and his brilliant 
smile, to his boots, which knew the feel of 
trench bath mats. 

Early in 'sixteen he encountered in a casual 
way a soldier we will call Jones. A year later 
Jones passed the general in the Strand—both on 
leave. Jones saluted elegantly. 

"Good morning. Jones,” said the general, 
smiling and saluting. 

A year later Jones met the general In a cafe 
In Paris. 

’’Good evening, Jones.” 

Two years later Jones and the general met 
In Toronto. 

"How are you. Jones?" 

Out of a total command of perhaps 20,000 
men, that Is pretty good. And there are numer¬ 
ous Instances to prove Jones Is not alone. 

Sir David was an Interested man. Everybody 
and everything Interested him; the newspaper 
instinct unsubdued by the martial Instinct to 
forget blandly everything and everybody. 

There was quite a bit of d’Artagnan in Sir 
David. This was illustrated towards the end of 
the war, whenever he could relieve himself of 
hie duties to his division, by hla use of aero¬ 
planes tor traveling. Few infantry officers 
availed themselves of air-travel. But after the 
armistice, when generals had a great deal of 
rushing around to do, from Brussels to Londbn 
or Monlreull or Paris, Sir David never traveled 
on earth. 

A beau sabreur, where he has gone he will 
get a roaring welcome from a great company of 
musketeers.

He 
reUtes pert of hie story of tbe old Elephant and 
Castle days aa follows In tho American Maga¬ 
zine: 

‘T never had much idea, in advance, about the 
scenes In which I was to appear.

•—I decided on a comic make-up, of which the 
crowning touches were a red wig and a helmet 
too email for my head.

The trouble 
was hat tbe moment of my entrance on the stage 
was the big dramatic moment ot the play for 
the visiting star who played tbe leading role. 
My comic make-up spoiled the whole thing. And 
he was, very naturally, so furious with me that 
he wanted me to be discharged at once. 

"On another occasion, when I was to be a 
clerk—Just an Inconspicuous figure that would 
not register on anyone's consciousness—1 Inno¬ 
cently decided on a very-'dlstlnctlve type, which
